Khan, the founder of Al.garh and I am affraid that if Indian 
Musalmans now repudiate his authority nothing that I could 
say would carry conviction with them and no discussion of 
the subject would serve any useful purpose. Whilst therefore 
declining your invitation, I can appeal wiih confidence to my 
past Writings io show that 1 am animated by no sort of 
hostility either to Indian Musalmans or to the great religion 
which they profess, Indeed, the whole of my address at 
Madras was inspired by the desire to resirain the Indian 
Musulmans irom identifying the cause of Islam with that of 
a power whose irfluence in the Islamic world only began to 
make itself felt after the greatest and most fruitful period of 
Islamic culture had passed away and finally sacrified the 
interest of Islam to its iemperal ambitions by wantonly 
entering into the great war as the ally of Germauy. As you 
teli me you have sent your letter tọ me to the press, I 
propose to send this reply also to the press.

The New Councils, 


Their Inauguration. 

This mornmg H. R. H. tbe Duke of Connaught performed 
one of those funcuons : which vulgo down to history as 
really epochmaking. Commanded by H. M, the , King and 
armed with a special commission from His Majesty, the 
Duke inaugurated ihe two Imperial Legislatures which are 
destined to play a great part in the fuiure ‘history ‘of India. 
The quadrangle immediately opposite the Assembly Chamber 
was astir from early morning and presented a scene of 
great animation and lively merest, The decoranons were 
profuse wish flags and bunings, and the soldiers! accoutre- 
ments glistening in the morning san gave a splendid touch to 
the whole scene. A large number of spectators were 
seated on both sides of the gangway leading 
to tbe Council Chamber and the Secretariat Staff 
crowded 1a e.ery available space in the huge building, 

Leaving Viceregal Ledge at 10 o'clock uudera Royal 
salute, the coricge, which was composed of the i9,h Hussars 
ihe 101st R. F. A. and the 20th Deccan Horse, came up to 
the pavilion, where a guard of horour, furnished by the 
Royal Air Force and the l-6th Jat Light In antry, presented 
arms, and ihe Band played the National Anthem. At the 
pavilion His Royal Highness was received by the Members 
of the Execuuve Council and the Presidents of the Council 
of State and che Legislative Assembly. 

Their Excellencies the Viceroy and Lady Chelmsford left 
Viceregal Lodge a litue afier 10 o'clock and their departure 
was  annourced by a salute. Their Excellencies’ 
esccrt was composed of the  Viceray's Body 
Guard, the 19th Hussars, the 102nd R.F.A. 
and ihe Patiala Lancers. On the arrival of ihe Viceroy at 
ihe pavihon «he Union Jack was unfurled and the Band 
played the Nauonal Anibem. The Duke and the Viceroy 
then proceeded to the Council Chamber in procession, 
headed by the Presidents of the Council of State and che 
Legislative Assembly, Members of the Governor-Genexal's 
Executive Council and the Staffs of His Royal Highness and 
His Excellency. On both 566501 the entrance to ihe 
Assembly Hall the guards of honour came tothe salute as 
the procession moved off, 

‘The scene inside the Hail was one of the great subdued 
excitement. The galanes were packed with Ruling Princes 
and Chiefs, principal civil and militazs officers and 2 few 
chosen leading — zom-ofhüciais. li. L Lady Chelmsford 
was inibe Viceregal Gallery. On the floor of the 
house were sea ed Members ofthe Councilof State 
and the Assembly and immediately below ihe — dais were 
provided for ihe two Presidents. As soon asthe Duke aud 
the Viceroy eutered the Hall the entire audience stocd up. 
The Duke took nis seat on the Throne, supported by the 
Viceroy on his right.

In thei eyes the real object 
Briush Government has always been the retention of all genu- 
ine power 10 iis own hands, and every step in the liberalisa- 
tron of the structure of government had been a concession 


tardily and grudgingly yielded to demands which the 
Government deemed it inadvisable to refuse. 
“Many an error and Shortcoming." 
lam confident that history will not endorse this charge. 
The bsstorian of the fniuie will de.ect in bis survey of the 


achievements of the British in India many an error and short 
coming, but he will also recognise that throughout the years 
of their rule one increasing purpose has run, and he will do 
justice 10 the unprecedented character ard the colossal 
magnitude of the task which they set themseives, for no such 
task was ever attemped by the Empires of the 
past, In these Empires either institution had never existed or 
as m ihe case of Rome the growin of the Empire had proved 
fatal to such liberties as bad previously been enjoyed by the 
founders of the Empire. There were differences, doubtless, 
inthe forms of local administration — andio the personal 
privileges of the members of the various peoples and races 
of the State, . but such variations inno wise affected the 
autocratic Characier of the Central Government. But the 
desunies of India and Britain became linked together at atime 
when la tbe latter country self-government had become 
firmly esablished ana it has since been the contant aim of the 
Brush Government to exiend to India the benefits and 
privileges of her own 1nsututions. 


Centuries of Sustained Effort !! 


Were any specific evideuce needed of the 
truth of this proposition I would -.‘appeal 'to the 
historic minute of Lord Macaulay upon the question of the 
medium of instruction in India -His argument that England 
could not import the ideas of the Wesiern world otherwise 
than in her own language carried with 1i tremendous con- 
sequence, it was familiarity with the literature and thought 
of English listorians and teachers that did more had any 
other single cause to mould the minds of educared India in 
a way that inevitably led 10 a demand for poluical develop- 
ment that should imitate the model held out to her for as 
one of cur own poets has said —'' We must be tree who 
speak the language Shakespeare spake '. The 
difficulties which confronted her in such a task 
were indeed formidable. The vast area of country, the 
number and diversity of its population and the 
habits and ideas engendered by many centuries of 
despotic rule were obstacles thar might vell have seemed 
insuperable even to the boldest imagination. In dealing 
with them the methods followed by British statesmen have 
been those with which the political development of England 
herself made them familiar. English self-government was 
not the fruit of any sudden revolution or catastropnic change 
but has been built up graduaily and through centuries of 
susiamed effort.

Balance of Power, 


The third stage will always be associated with the names 
of Lord Morley and Lord Minto. Tha experience of the 
reforms of 1892 had been on the whole tavourable. The 
association of the leaders of the non-official public in the 
management of public affairs had afforded an outlet for 
natural and legiumaie aspirauons, and some degree 
of education in the art of  goverument, but the 
impulses which had led io ihe reforms 
of 1892 continued to operate, and they were 
reinforced by external events sach as the Russo-Japanese 
War. Important classes were learning to realise their own 
position to estimate for themselves their own capacities and 
to compare their claims for equaliy of citizenship with 
those of the Briush race India was, in fact, developing a 
national self-unconsciousness. The Morley-Minto Reforms 
were a courageous and sincere effort to adjust the structure 
of the Government to these changes, The Legislative Coun- 
cia were greatly enlarged, the official. majority was abaa- 
doned in the local Councils, and the principle of election 
was legaily admitted. No 1653 significant were the alterationg 
made 1n the functions of the Councils. These were now 
empowered to discuss the Budget at leagth, to propose re- 
solutions on it and to divide upon them, and not only on the 
Budget but in all matters of public importance resolutions 
might be moved and divisions taken. It was hoped by the 
authors that around this consittution conservative sentiment 
would crystalise, and that for many years no further shifting 
of the balance of power would be necessary, 


Wider Opportunities. 


These anticipations have not been fulfilled, and from the 
vantage point of our later experience we can now see that 
this was inevitable. The equilibrium temporarily established 
was of a kiud ibat could not for long be mainiained. The 
forces which nad led to the introduction of these reforms 
continued io gain in intensity and volume, The demand oí 
educated Indians for a large — share in the government of 
their country grew year by year more insistent and this 
demand could find no adequate satisactton within the trame- 
work of the Morley-Munto cousutution, This constitution 
gave Indians much wider opportusiues íor'^ the ex 
pression of their views and greatly increased their power of 
influencing ibe policy of Government aad its administration 
of public business, but the element of responsibiluy was 
entirely lacking, The ultimate decision rested in all cases 
with the Government, and the Councils were leit with no 
functions Save that of criticism. The principle of autocr- 
acy, though much qualified, was sull maintained and 
the anempt to blend it with the consututionalism of the 
West could but postpone for a short period the need for 
reconstruction on more radical lines. 


Self-laudation. 


Such, then, was the posiuon with which my Government 
were confronted 1n ibe years 1916-1917. The conclusion at 
which we arrived was that British policy must seek a new 
point of departure, atresh Orientation. Qn the lines of 
the Morley-Minto Reforms there could be no further 
advance, That particular line of development had been 
carried ta the furthest limit 6f which it admitted and the 
only further change of which the sysiem was susceptible 
would have made fhe legislative and admunisiative acts of 
Bn  irremovable executive entirely amenable to elected 
Councils and have remained responsible for the govera- 
ment of the country, but would bave lacked the power ta 


notable innovation was 


secure the measures necessary forthe discharge of that 
responsibility. The solution which finally commended 
itself to us 1s embodied in the principle t1 the declaration 


which His Majesty's Government 1n full agreement with us 


made in August, 1917 By that declaration the gradual 
development of self-governing instituuons with A view to 
the progressive realisation of responsible — govern- 
ment was declared to be ihe goal towards 
which this policy of His Majesiy’s Govern- 


ment was to be directed. The increasing association of the 
people of Iadia with the work of the Government had always 
been the aim of the Briush Government. In that sense, a 
continuous thread of connection links togetherithe Act of 1861 
and the declaration of Augusl, 1917. In the last analysis-the 
latteris only the mostrecent and most memorable 
manifestation of a tendency that has been operative throughout 
British rule, but there are changes of degree so great as 12 
be changes of kindred. Thisis one of them, For the first 
time the principle of autocracy which had not been wholly 
discarded in al! earlier reforms was definuely abandoned. 


Road to Self-Govt. Within the Empire! 


The conception of the British Government 
as a benevolent despotism was finally renounced 
and initis place was  subsututed thai of 2 guiding 
authority whose rule it would bs to assist the steps 
of india along the road ihat 1 the fullness of ume would 
lead to complete self-government within the Empire, In the 
interval required for the accomplishment of this task certain 
powers of supervision and if need be of intervention would 
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be retained and substantial steps towards redeeming th? 
pledges of the Government were to be taken at the earlies, 
moment possible. Iskall not attempt to recount ín detai 
the processes by which subsequently the new policy was 
given definite form and expression in the Act of 1919, They 
are set out in documents ali of which have been published 
in May, 1916. 


Objective of British Rule 


I took up first the question of constitutional 
reform. Throughout that year. and tbe first half of 
1917, I pressed upon HisMajesty’s Government the necessity 
for a declaration of policy outlining the objective of 
British rule in India and the steps to be taken in the 
direction of that objective feeling, sure that such a declara- 
tion could only emanate satisfactorily from the highest 
authority of the Empire. Jo August, 1917, that declaration 
was made, and in November the Secretary. of State on my 
invitation came to India to take up the task of recommend- 
ing with myself to His Majesty's Government the steps to be 
taken in fulfilment of the declaration. Without that visit, [ 
make bold to say the. Government of India might still be 
exchanging despatches with His Majesty's Government on 
this subject. No two men could have worked together on 
such a task with greater harmony and good will. Differences 
there may have been, but where and when have ihere not 
been difference in such a work? Our proposals and the 
reasons for them areset  outin the report on Indian 
constitutional reforms. They have been widely and in 
some quarters severely criticised, and in some respecis they 
have been modified by Parliament, but the cardinal feature 
of our scheme, now generally  knownas the system of 
diarchy is the basis of the Act of 1919. 


An Honest Effort !! 


It will ba for future generations to pass final judgment on 


our scheme, and I shall not endeavour 
verdict, but certain claims I do advance. 106 scheme does 
representan honest effort (o give effect in the fullest and 
most complete form possible to the declaration of August, 
1917. Neither here nor sn England has there beeu any 
attempt to whittle down or nullify the pledges then given, 
nor can the charge of failing to consult Indian opinion be 
laid at our doors. At every stage we have courted publicity. 
The proposals in the report on Indian cons itutional reforms 
were communicated to the public at the earliest moment 
possible. The criticism which they elicited were transmitted 
to the Secretary of State in published despatches and every 
opportunity was given tO all parties to lay tbeir views before 
the Joint Committee 
every alternative plan was fully weighed and explored. .We 
left nothing undone thatin our judgmen! might conduce 
to the success{ul solution of the great. work, which we had 
undertaken. According to our lights we have siriven lọ 
makethe gilt which we had to bestow, worthy of Great 
Britain andworthy of India.

Memorable Occasion. 


As you know it had been the intention of His Majesty to 
send the H R.H. Prince of Wales, theheir to the throne with 
his greetings and his authority to topen the chambers ‘of the 
new Indian legislature. Events did not permit of his coming, 
and I received His Majesty's commands to perform these 
functions on his behalf, In me the King selected the eldest 
member of the Royal House acd the only surviving son of 
Queen Victoria, whose love add care for India will ever 
live in its people's memory. Ihave myself a deep affection 
for India having served it for years and made many friends 
among its princes  andleaders. It is thus withno 
common pleasure that I am here to 
receive you on ihis memorable occasion. 


Historic Assemblages. 


Througbout the centuries, Delhi has witnessed the pomp 
and ceremony of many historic assemblages. Two of these at 
least, are remembered by most of you. Twenty years ago I 
took partin that brilliant concourse which celebrated the 
accession of my late brother, King Edward the VIi. Nine 
years later, amid circumstances of unforgettable splendour, 
King George the V and His Queen received in person the 
homage of the Princes and peoples of India. 


Fitness for Enjoyment of Liberty. 


Our ceremony to-day may lack the colour 
and romance of the gatherings I bave mentioned, 
though it does not yield to them in the 
sincerity of its loyalty. Bul it strikes anew and different 


note. It marks the awakening of agreat sation to the 
power of itsnationhood. In the annals of the world there 
is not so faz as 1 know an exact parallel for the constitution- 
al change which this function iniliates. There is certainly 
no parallel for the method of that change. Political 
freedom has often been won by revolution, by tumult, by 
How 
rarely has it been the free gift of one people to another in 
response to a growing wish for greater liberty and to the 
growing evidence of fitness for its enjoyment, Such bow- 
ever is the position of India to-day and I congratulate most 
warmly ihose of you old in the service of your motherland, 
who have striven through gocd report and ill for the first 
instalment of that gift and to prove India worthy of it. I 
trust that yon and those who take up your mantels after you 
will move faithfully and steadfastly along the road, which 
is opened to-day, 


Aim of British Rule, 


When India  beeame a dependency of ihe 
British Crown she passed under British guardianship, which 
has laboured with glorious results to protect India {rom 
the consequences of her own history at bome and from the 
compiicatious of international pressure abroad. Autocratic, 
however, aa was the Government then inaugurated it was 
based on the principles laid down by her late Majesty 
Queen Victoria in that famous proclamation of 1858, of 
which the key-note is contained in the following passage:— 
“In their prosperity will be our strength, in their content- 
ment our security and in their gratitude our best reward'’, 
and though there have been occasions on which the 
tranquility of this great coun:ty has been endangered by 
disturbances and disorders which have necessitated the usa 
of military force, speaking on behalf of His Majesty and 
with the assent of.his Government. I repudiate in the most 
emphatic manner the idea that the administration of India 


bas been or ever can be based on principles of force or 
lerrorism. 
Principle «f Autocracy Abandoned!!! 
All Governments are liable to be confronted 


with situations which can be dealt with only by measures 
outside the ordinary way, but the employment of such 
measures is subject to clear and definite limitations, and 
His Majesty’s Government bave always insisted and will 
always insist on the observance of these limitations as 
jealously in the case of India as in that of England herself. 
As His Excellency the Viceroy has observed the principle 
of autocracy has al! been abandoned. Its retention would 
have bsen incompatible with that contentment which had 
been declared by her late Majesty Queen Victoria to be the 
aim of British rule and would have been inconsistent with 
ihe legitimate demands and aspirations of the Indian people 


and the siage of political development which ~they have 
aticined 


Irksome Methods. 


India has escaped ihe worst ravages 
the war and ils sequels and is thus in some respects 
(166 than many other countries to confront ihe future. 
Her material resources are unimpaired. Her nancial 
system is sound, and her indus:ries are ready {or rapi i 
expansion, but she cannot hope to escape altogether the 
consequences of the world-wide struggle. The countries of 
the earth are linked together as never before. A contagious 
ferment of scepticism an unrest is seething everywhere in 
ihe minds of menand its workings are plainly visible in India; 
She has other problems peculiarly her own. In experience, 
the political methods will be irksome at times. The 
electorates will have to be taught their powers and 
responsibilities and difficulties which are negligible in 
smaller and more homogenous countries will arise in hand- 
ling questions pí religion and race aud custom.

New 
problems bas been created and old ones invested with 
stinging urgency.

Tt i$ the clear! intention ` of the act . of 
1919, that the policy and decisions of the Government of 
India should be influenced to an extent incomparably greater 
than they have been in the past by the views of the Indian 
Legislature. andthe Government will gave the fullest 
possible effect consistent with their owa responsibilities to 
Parliament to this principle of anew constitution, From 
now onwards your influence will extend to every shpere of 


the central Government, It willbe felt in every part Of 
its administration. 
Restrictions. 
You are concerned not with the provirce 


but with ali British India and 
not ask for a nobler field of exercise. Upon the manner in 
which your influence is exerted, upon ihe wisdom and 
foresight displayed in your deliberations, upon the spirit in 


atalesmanship could 


which you approach your great task, 
will depend the progress of India towards the 
goal of complete self government to ensure 


so far as political machinery can ensure that the iegislature 
is fitly equipped. 


Caution and Moderation. 


For those lofty duties, twa chambers 
have been constituted. In the Council of State it has been 
the intention of Parliament to create a true senate, a body 
of elder statesmen endowed with mature knowledge, 
experience of the world and the consequent sobriety of 
judgment. Its functions will be to exercise a revising, 
but not an over riding, influence for caution and moderation 
and to review and adjust the actsofthe larger chamber. 
To the Assembly it will fall to voice more directly the 
needs of the people. Soldier and trader, owners ol laud 
and dwellers in cities, Hindu and Mahomedan, Sikh and 
Christian, all classes and communities will have ia at their 
share of representation. Each class ard each community 
can bring its own contribution, its own special knowledge to 
the Councils’ deliberations, acd may Isayio passing that 
help will be expected from representatives of the British 
non-official commu: ity. They have done great service 
to the trade and indusiry of Iadia in the past. Will they 
not now with their special experience of representative 
institutions in their own land lend their powerful aid im 
building up India’s political life and practice ? ` 


Capacity for Enduring Success, 


Ia a legislature thus composed it is paih 
inevitable and right that strong differences of 
Opinion and aima should manifest — ihemselves. 
Struggle is a condition of progress in the natural world. 


(Politics is in fact the progress of the class of will sympath- 
ies and interests striving for adjustment in the sphere of 
legislation and goverament. Butitis the great virtue of 
representative institutions that they tend to replace interest 
by reasoned discussion, compromise, toleration and the 
mutual respect for honourable  oppouents. The extent 
which a body of law-makers shows itself capable of 
controlling passionand prejudice is the measure of its 
capacity for enduring success. 


For these reflections I make no apology, 
They must already have been present to your
